The most marvelous 
structure concerned .in the process of 
hearing is the organ of Corri, which con- 
sists essentially of from one thousand to 
threo thousand strings, tuned. to the 
various shades of sound.- These strings, 
when highly cultivated, enable us w> 
perceive sounds which would be inaudi- 
ble previous to this cultivation. Ihc 
reason why such distinguished vocalists 
as Patti, Kellogg, Campanini and others 
can interpret such marvelous sounds is 
that.the ear is tuned by nature and art 
to a true recognition of sounds. 
Many 


persons on hearing an opera for the first 
time are oblivious to its extreme beauty, 
and it is only by frequent repetition that 
they become cognizant of its intrinsic 
worth and artistic merit. Some of. the 
animal kingdom have a much keener, 
perception of sound than .the human 
being; as, for instance, the mollusc hears 
sounds which are'so low on the scale 
that we ourselves are unable to distm-
